BERLIN—UP)—Ruing . in ' tha
South Ametfean Andes are the
remnants of a ecivilization, older

than any yet ‘known: to man. This
Is the conviction of Dt Rolf Mitel-
ler, astronomer at the Potsdam ob-
sorvatory, who recéntly returried to
Germany after two years' rescarch
work in co- m)r-rnllnn with the not-
od  South American archaeologist,
Professorty, Arturo, Posnansky, in
Bollvii and Peru.

Mitherta early South American
clvilization, generally referred. to
asg. Pergylan” elvilization, was he-
lieved by sclentists to helofg to a
comparatively: recent’ epoch. 'No-
body accorded it an age equal, to
that. of the Egyptlan, or even to
‘that of the Tar more recent Chin-
ese clvilization.

Now. D Mueller belieyes = that,
as to age, the Peruvian civiliza-
tion may well compare with the
Egyptian. In an exclusive inter-
view lie told ‘the United Press: that
hi§  astronomic research has con-
vinced him that places like Machu-
Picchu, Pisac, and Cusco ‘in  the
Peruvian. giountains were: built.ap-
proximately 4000 B. C,: The ruins
in Tihuanacu, Bolivia, he said, are
still more ancient.
